London, April 8.—It is stated that 
the British government tonight sent 
a protest to the French government 
with regard to the occupation of the 
Ruhr region. 

The London Timés says that a 
crisis has arisen in Anglo-French 
relations, and that, contrary to as- 
surances that the differences of 
opinion between the allies regarding 
the violation of the neutral zone by 
German troops were about to ve 
composed by a friendly understand- 
ing, it appears that the British gov- 
ernment took steps to emphasize 
their disagreement with the policy 
of France. . 

British Attitade Explained. 

The Times adds that during the 
day M. Cambon, the French ambas- 
sador, had a long interview with 
Earl Curzon. 

“Soon afterwards,” continues the 
papér, “one of the premier’s private 
secretaries, Philip Kerr, of Bullitt 
fame, invited the representatives of 
the provincial press to Downing 
street and informed them of Mr. 
Lloyd-George'’s standpoint. Simul-. 
taneously a private communication 
on ismilar lines was addressed to 
the London press, and various word- 
ed communiques were issued for 
publication through the news agen- 
cles. These statements are under- 
stood to have been on the same 
lines as Earl Curzon’s representa- 
tions to the French ambassador. 

“In official quarters last evening 
it was alleged that g note had been 
dispatched to the French govern- 
ment through the British ambassa- 
dor at Paris. 

“The substance of the premier’s 
argument is that by her occupation 
of German towns in the neutral 
zone, France has acted against his 
views and the wishes of the other 
allied statesmen and without con- 
sultation with them. Italy, Belgium 
and the United States are alleged to 
have been opposed to the French 
plan, as regards Belgium, the Brus- 
sels telegram shows this statement 
to be fncorrect. 

“A discussion had been proceed- 
ing for some time in regard to vari- 
ous suggestions for dealing with 
the situation, but no agreement had 
‘een reached. One proposal was 
that German forces should be per- 
mitted to occupy the Ruhr area un- 
der guarantees, to be defined by 
Marshl Foch. Another was that al- 
lied officers should accompany the 
German troops. A third was that 
matters should be left entirely with 
the German government, with the 
intimation that if the neutral zone 
was not eVacuated as soon as cif- 
cumstances should permit, the allies 
would claim the right to occupy im- 
portant German centers.

By N..C. Democrats

Raleigh, N. C., Apri®.—By a vote 
of 585 to 428% the democratic state 
convention here today adopted a4 
plank in the platform recommend- 
ing that the democratic members of 
assembly in July vote in favor of 
the special session of the general 
ratification of the federal woman 
suffrage. 

The plank adopted was a substi- 
tute offered for the platform com- 
mittee’s proposal that the legisla- 
ture be asked to defeat the amend- 


people at the polls. 

The convention was called to or- 
der by Chairman Thomas D, War- 
ren, of Newbern, 

When Representative Hoey in his 
speech asked the convention if 
North Carolina was going to give 
the women the vote, there were 
cries of “yes” and “no” from every 
quarter of the big auditorium, but 
those in the affirmative appeared 
in the majority. 

Negro Women Voting. 

“What about the negro women 
voting?” interrupted a delegate. 

“They will vote just like the ne- 
gro men,” Mr. Hoey replied. “The 
same law that applies to negro men 
will apply to negro women in North 
Carolina.” This assertion was greet- 
ed by great applause by the suf- 
frage forces. 

Contrary to general belief, Sena- 
tor Lee S. Overman in his address 
did not follow the recent action of 
Senator Simmons in urging that the 
state legislature ratify woman suf- 
frage. Mr. Overman declare@ he 
was opposed to suffrage by federal 
amendment, but he made it plain 
that if the majority of the people of 
North Carolina favored it he wauld 
carry out their wishes. 


The suffrage fight was the only 
contest in the convention. It devel- 
oped in the afternoon session after 
Representative Clyde Hoey had de- 
livered the keynote speech on state 
issues, advocating a referendum on 
the amendment. 

Simmons for Presidency. 

Senator F. M. Simmons was se- 
lected by the convention as candi- 
date for the presidential nomina- 
tion as North Carolina’s favorite 
son and his name will be entered 
in the June preferential primary. 

Delegates-at-large to the national 
convention are: J. O. Carr, Wil- 
mington; Wade H. Harris, Char- 


Thomas D. Warren, Newbern. 
Mrs. John S. Cunningham, of Dur- 


ham, after a roll call vote in which 
the suffragists won by a vote of 3 
to 1, will go as honorary delegate 
to the national convention, but will 
have no vote in the delegation. 

Devoted in about equal measure 
to a discussion of state and national 
issues, the platform, in addition to 
the suffrage plank, indorses the na- 
tional and state administration. in- 
cluding the action of President Wil- 
son and the North Carolina con- 
<ressmen, with a snecial varagraph 
devoted to expressions of pride in 
the achievements of the navy under 
the administration of Secretary Dan- 
lels and a denunciation of the at- 
tacks made upon the navy. 

“We believe that the enlightened 
sentiment of the men and the women 
in this country is in favor of the 
ratification of the treaty with the 
covenant of the league of nations 
as a virile part of it,” the. platform 
also reads. 

Overman Scores Wilson Aasailanta. 

In his address to the convention. 
United States Senator Overman de- 
clared the republicans, “hoping to 
win the next election by discredit- 
ing the great head of the demo- 
cratic party, have entered into a 
conspiracy of abuse and slander 
of the vilest and most tmiuman 
kind against the president of the 
United States.” Senator Overman 
declared he believed the American 
people would resent at the ballot 
box “this unjust propaganda of 
slander.” 

“The republicans indict the pres!i- 
dent for stubbornness and indif- 
ference to their feelings, when it 
was they and not he who made the 
treaty a partisan issue,” continued 
Senator Overman. “They did it 
wilfully. and deliberately.

Two Union Officials Pre- 
dict That the Trouble 
Will Be at End in Next 
48 Hours. 


CHICAGO SITUATION 
SHOWS IMPROVEMENT

Declare Strike Is Unau- 
thorized—Congress May 
Order Probe. 


Chicago, April 8.—The unauthor- 
ized strike of switchmen and en- 
gine men which started in the Chi- 
cago district and spread today to 
several cities, will be broken with- 
ing the next 48 hours, A. F. Whit- 
ney, vice president of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen, and S. 
E. Heberiing, international presi- 
dent of the Switchmen’s union of 
North America, predicted tonight. 

The strike situation in Chicago 
showed some improvement during 
the day, but Whitney said that the 
traffic handled was still less than 
50 per cent. of normal. One thou- 


sand, brotherhood men from other. 


cities have answered the call to 
come here as .ptrike-breakers, he 
added. » 

The railroad managers’ dssocia- 
tion reported that more engines 
were operated today than at any 
time since the strike tied up the 
switching district. 

Summary of Situation, 

While conditions here showed im- 
provement, the strike was spreading 
throughout the country from coast 
to coast.

The attorney general referred in 


utmost kindness to the recent at- 
tacks of Senator Hoke Smith upon

administration, had repeatedly 
within the last few months de- 
clared to him voluntarily that he 
(Palmer) appeared to be the choice 
of the Georgia «<*mocracy for presi- 
dent, while he (Smith) volunteered 
his unquatified indorsement. 

He then recounted the story of 
his entry into the Georgia primary 
when it was apparent Reid would 
be a candidate in order to secure 
a vote of repudiation in Frisco and

Michigan Charge. 

Mr. Palmer answered the charge 
that he had not carried Michigan 
by pointing out the German and 
pro-German sentiment in that state, 
together with his own activities in 
prosecuting the Newberry crowd of 
corruptionists, declaring that there 
was not a German or pro-German in 
America who was for him, nor any 
of the friends or allies of those 
who had fallen under the investiga- 
tions of the devartment of justice. 

“I do not expect to carry my 
state,”” he said, “but while Senator 
Smith is talking about Michigan, 
ask him what he has carried, and 
then refer him to the fact that Min- 
nesota, Maine and Iowa have al- 
ready named Palmer delegates to 
the San Francisco convention.” 


League of Nations. 


The speaker then launched into 
a serious discussion of the league 
of natione and the appearance of 
bolshevism in this country and the 
arresting of it by the department 
of justice. 

Through nearly two hours he had 
his audience spellbound, and at the 
conclusion of his address hundreds 
went forward to shake his hand and 
to pledge ta him their support on 
April 20. 

It was a most sincere and ear- 
nest gathering, full of American- 
ism and full of love and devotion 
for the principles of democracy as 
represented by Wilson and Palmer. 
It was a demonstration the like of 
which was seldom, if ever, wit- 
nessed before in Bibb county, and 
old politicians freely predict tonight 
that this county will go overwhelm- 
ingly for 100 per cent democracy in 
the primary and nominate Palmer 
by a vote of 2 to 1. 

Among those in attendance were 
delegations from Forsyth, Cordele, 
Montezuma, Vienna and scores of 
nearby central and southern Geor- 
gia cities and towns. 

“Three quarters of a million dol- 
lars killed the treaty of peace and 
the league of nations covenant,” At- 
torney General Palmer charged. 
“With the majority vote purchased 
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in Michigan, Senator Lodge organ- 
ized the forei relations commit- 
tee and refused to report the treaty. 
If the democrats had carried Michi- 
gan—if the republican party had 
spent, say only a couple of hundred 
thousand dollars—the democrats 


would have organized the senate; 


and the foreign relations committee 
would have reported the treaty and 
it would have been passed. It took 
months of struggle to get these 
democrats to desert the party.” 

Mr. Palmer referred to criticisms 
of his Quakerism and statements 
that he had refused the post of sec- 
retary of war in 1916 and could not, 
therefore, be the commander of the 
army and navy as president. 

“Far be it from me to deny the 
faith of my fathers,” said Mr. 
Palmer. “I could not accept a post 
in the piping days of peace where 
I should have to spend four of the 
best years of my life in preparation 
for war that I believed impossible. 
But I was for this world war. Every 
boy in my family and every boy in 
my wife’s family, all Quakers, were 
in the war from the first to the last. 
If you want references as to my 
fighting ability, I refer you to sev- 
eral battle-scarred republicans.’’ 

Mr. Palmer, spurred to great 
heights of eloquence by the enthu- 
siasm of one of the most appre- 
ciative audiences ever assembled 
in the Central City, drifted away 
from the text of his speech at 
Gainesville in a measure, and for 
the first time in the Georgia cam- 
paign dealt with the great ques- 
tion of running bolshevism and all 
degrees of radicalism and alien ob- 
struction from this country. 


On Familiar Ground. 


With this subject the speaker was 
in familiar fighting ground and he 
drove every paragraph and every 
word home with characteristic 
force and aggressiveness. With 
powerful.eloquence he declared: 

“In América those of us who have 
truly learned the lesson of the great 
war know that the time has come 
for certain readjustments in our 
social, industrial and _ . political 
structures. These readjustments 
must be upon the basis of new 
standard of- justice developed in 
the turmoil of world thought dur- 
ing the great war. The so-called 
reconstruction problems which our 
eountry faces are, in the main, the 
effect of the searching of men after 
the proper application of this new 
standard of justice; and this new 
standard of justice must be made 
the basis of the solution if the solu- 
tion is to be proper. 

“But in America the establish- 
ment of the new standard of jus- 
tice must be based upeén two things: 
First, Americanism, and second, the 
maintenance of law and order. The 
first principle of American de- 
mocracy as laid down by the)fathers 
and we must recognize the eternal 
truth that there can be no justice 
without the enforcement of law and 
order. The turmoil of men’s minds 
seeking new means of human hap- 
piness has brought forth many 
strange doctrines. None is stranger 
and none is more threatening to 
the progress of Christian. civiliza- 
tion than the doctrine which may 
be called the wultra-radical class 
war movement. 

Bolshevism Sweeps World. 

“Born in the bloodshed of unhap- 
py Russia there has spread through- 
out the world a strange belief that 
the human race can find surcease 
from care and sorrow and can find 
ultimate happiness in the over- 
throwing of all government and the 
destruction of all authority. This 
doctrine was born and fostered in 
the autocracies of Europe, where 
the so-called proletariat,, through 
centuries of despotism, has come to 
look on the government as tyran- 
nical. In the minds of those sub- 
jected to the dungeon of the gov- 
ernment authority there has /grown 
the conviction that governments 
exist only for the personal exploita- 
tion of the governed. In many cases 
these were right, and in these cases 
the so-called proletariat were op- 
pressed more or less successfully, 
but that success has brought in a 
train a vast store of evils. 

“In Russia a people for centuries 
deprived of all social and political 
rights arose in their might and 
overthrew the greatest autocracy 
the world has ever known. On its 
ruins, however, there arose an- 
other autocracy, more vicious in its 
effects than the lost government of 
the czar. The so-called proletariat 
strode to potwer knee-deep in blood 
and established a dictatorship of 
terror. The men at the head of the 
dictatorship saw visions of world 
‘dominion and they planned and 
plotted for world revolution. They 
sent their agents into every civi- 
lized country to stir up the so- 
called proletariat. By devious routes 
many of these agents came to the 
United States. 

“These men forget that in the 
United States there is no proletariat. 
Under our constitution there is no 
class or persons that lack personal 
right. There is no class of chosen 
in the United States. Ours is a 
government of all the people. We 
fought our revolution more than a 
century ago and we ended tyranny 
and oppression forever in this land. 


Protective Government. 


“Under our system of government 
there can be no proletariat. Those 
who come to our shores must realize 
that when they land. The revolu- 
tion was fought and won and we 
are citizens of a free republic with 
a free voice in all affairs of the 
government. Our forefathers build- 
ed here a government which can 
never be synonymous with tyranny. 
They guarded well the rights of the 
individual, but they also provided 
safeguards for the protection of the 
government which they founded. 
The republic stands for individual 
freedom for every person, but the 


government of the republic p 
sesses the right of nelf-daeense and 
it will by all proper and lawful 


means exercise its great power. the 
power of the péople, to guard 
against all attempts, individual or 
organized, to injure or destroy that 
government or seriously to endan- 
ger the lives and welfare of the 
people whom it was built to serve. 

“Il am no pessimist. With re- 
gard to the future of this country, 
I am confident that the government 
of Washington, Jefferson and Jack- 
son and neoln can safely with- 
stand the assaults of any foreien 
people, social or economic Charla- 
tans who abound in the world to- 
day. I have an abiding faith in 
the strong common sensé and un- 
failing judgment of the American 
people. I know that the so-called 
revolutionist will never be able to 
turn the heads of enough of our 
American people to seriously injure 
our government, and I know that 
class revolution in the United 
States is a total impossibility, that 
it is beyond the dreams of the wild- 
est, blood red bolshevists that ever 
came out of Russia.

The United States, the 
greatest experiment in popular gov- 
ernment the world has ever known 
is on trial. Against the forces of 
political, social and industrial chaos, 
it must prevail. It rests with the 
American people to demonstrate 
that a great people can govern 
itself with justice, law and order 
and peace. 

“We cannot too strongly urge in 
these disturbed times that men be 
allowed the greatest possible free- 
dom of opinion and freedom of 
speech so long as they confine 
themselves within the bounds of 
law and order. At the Chicago con- 
vention of the socialist party in 
the fall of 1919, it developed that 
the apostles of violence had made 
mnay converts among the members 
of the party, and had a formidable 
voice in the convention. To the 
eternal credit of the socialist party, 
as an organization, the leaders of 
that party. at Chicago denounced 
the anarchist element and spurned 
it out. The so-called left social- 
ists, advocates of force and vio- 
lence, formed the communist party 
and the communist labor party, and 
between them these two parties rep- 
resented approximately 150,000 men 
in all parts of the country and they 
promptly subscribed to the doctrine 
of the international communists, a 
world organization pledged to the 
establishment of world anarchy 
through violence and blodshed, 


Proposed Dictatorship. 


"As a condition precedent to an- 
archy, they proposed the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat. We had 
this situation, 150,000 men in Amer- 
ica, where there is no proletariat 
and where the people really rule, 
pledged to use force and violence to 
injure or overthrow the fofm ef 
government established by ott 
forefathers and to throw the nation 
into anarchy. 

“The country was flooded with 
printed matter preaching this gos- 
pel of death and destruction and de- 
manding the overthrow of our es- 
tablished dnstitutions by violence. 
And they did not stop at preaching. 
In June, 1919, there was a concerted 
effortonthe yart of some of these 
people to injure the government of 
the United States and to attack its 
authority by the planting of hombs 
atthe house of some 10 or 11 dif- 
ferent officials of the federal gov- 
ernment and of state governments, 
Even prior to that, bombs had been 
mailed to officials of the govern- 
ment. 

“It was well known to the agents 
of the department of justice who 
were in touch with the investiga- 
tion of these matters that these 
anarchistic elements in the country 
proposedageneral uprising against 
the government early in July. They 
Planned a general demonsration 
of force and violenec that they he- 
lieved would strike terror to the 
hearts of the Ones charged with en- 
forcing the law and with protectneg 
the government and people. Bv the 
simple device of giving notiée to the 
coutry that this autbreak was 
planned for that period, and by 
warning local authorities every- 
where in the United States, the de- 
partment of justice stopped that rev- 
olution before it began. The 'nsti- 
gmators of the plan postponed the 
proposed outbreak to a fixed day in 
September. 


Government Well Prepared. 


“At that time the vigorousness of | 
law-enforcing parties compelled an-| 


other postponement, and it has been 
postponed from time to itme. We 
have given notice to this class of 
violence agitators that the gvern- 
ment of the United States is able 
to defend itself and that it will de- 
fend itself. 

“On January 2, the forces of the 
department of justice all over the 
country undertook to halt once and 
forall the anti-government preach- 
ing of the alien element in the com- 
punist and communist labor parties. 
Simultaneously, in cities and towns 
throughout the nation we arrested 
upwards of 3,000 unnatrualized res- 
idents who subscribed to the doc- 
trines of force and violence in these 
two parties, and we are now pro- 
ceeding with the legal steps neces- 
ary to remove these persons ftom 
the United States and to send them 
back where they came from, where 
they can enjoy the government 
without law which they have been 
preaching. here. 

“We propose, also, that, the 
reacher of anarchy, who theratens 
orce and violence against the rov- 
ernment of the nited@ States, 
whether he be Russian or American, 
alien or citizen, shall feel the arm 
of the law. We propose that 
America shall be made safe for 
Americans. 

“T yield to no man in my devotion 
to the principles of a free press, 
the free right of assembly and the 
right of free speech, as bulwarks of 
the liberties of our people. I am 
willing to meet any radical or ultra- 
radical on the ground of argument. 
I will never consent that any man 
in this coutnry shall be deprived of 
the right of preaching any govern- 
mene or social reform, howeevr rad- 
ical it may be, but I do insist that 
he shall propose to accomplish his 
reforms through the peaceful and 
orderly methods of procedure laid 
down by our forefathers when they 
prescribed the means of giving 
every American a full and free op- 
portunity of making effective his 
political and social views. 

Must w Line. 

“There must be a line beyond 
which men cannot go. I would pro- 
tect any man who desires to stand 
‘on any street corner and advo- 
cate any reform, however wild and 
chimérical, provided he proposes to 
accomplish it by persuading his 
féllow citizens that the plan is 
right and that it should be put into 
effect by the methods which our 
constitution provides. His reform 
may be wrong but he is strictly 
within his rights in advocating it. 

“But if that same man stands on 
the street corner with a bomb in 
his hands and preaches his reform 
and tells hie fellow citizens that 
in order to accomplish reform he 
proposes to take that bomb and ex- 
plode it under the house of. the 
nearest federal judge in order to 

overthrow his roe then I say 
he has overstepped the deadline. 
He may properly advocate the abo- 
lition of eongress so long as he 
proposed to'do it by peaceful, or- 
Merly methods. But the moment he 

es to go to the federal cap- 
Washington and with a 
dynamite bomb blow e congress- 
men to high heaven, he has over- 
steped the deadline. is no 


longer entiled to the protection of 
the guarantee of free speech.” 


Petice and Order. 


Continuing, Mr. Palmer gaid: 

“While 1 am the law enforcing 
officer or the United States, 1 pru- 
pose to sée to it that peace and 
order are Muintained tnaroughout 
the tederal jurisdiction. 1 propose 
to see to it that the governiment is 
not checked and thwarted in its 
ellorts to serve the peopie by vio- 
lence and terror. We must ao our 
uLMOSt to Salisly the iongings of 
nen ror greater prosper:ty and 
greater happiness to establis» 
american institutions and American 
daily lite on the basis of tne new 
Standard of justice. But insxorder 
to do that, to work out the great 
problems which confront our gov- 
ernment and our pegple, 1 insist 
that we must have a reign of law 
and order throughout the republic.” 

Following this forceful argument 
for the Ainericanization of America 
and the arresting of every “Ked’”’ 
who puts his head above water, the 
attorney general presented a pow- 
erful detense of the democratic 
administration during seven years 
of peace and war, defended the 
peace treaty and the league ot 
nations., and reiterated a denun- 
ciation of the enemies from within 
“who were deliberately proposing 
to tear down the ancient levels ox 
the party, repudiate the adminis- 
tration, and abet the republicans 
in their scheme to' grasp the reign 
of government—the Hoke Smitns 
and the Jim Reed of the senate.”

by drowning undoubtedly would be 
immeasurably reduced. 

Swimming is an art that is easily 
acquired. Only a few lessons, 
which can be taken under the di- 
rection of an expert, in almost any 
well-equipped Y.°M. C. A., Y. W. 
C.. A. or. athletic club gymnasium, 
at the seashore, a.lake or river 
watoring place, or, for’that matter, 
almést any public municipal swim- 
ming pool, is sufficient to give the 
novice all of the instruction he 
needs to put him on the way to be- 
coming a competent swimmer.

Ven- 
izelos, the Greek minister, often 
spoken of aS the master-mind of 
Europe, said to me: 

“Greece has not obtained in the 
péace treaty all that we*might have 
had, but we are willing to give 
much that the world may «have 
peace. We are willing to compro- 
mise that an agreement may be 
made between the countries of the 
earth of the kind that may mean 
no more war.” 

I believe and I am certain that 
all the other men and women who 
were over there during the peace 
conference, believe in their hearts 
that if the peace treaty and league 
cf nations had beeg signed. immed- 
iately by America all this rest- 
lessness, all this fighting, all this 
which one might term “carpet-bag 
rule,” would have been eliminated, 
and the whole: world would have 
‘settled down about its business. 

England, France and Italy have 
been very patient with us. They 
waited as long as they possibly 
could before commencing the work 
of the league, so that America 
could come in with honor, But in- 
stead “we lagged about the door, 
snarling and yelping in our selfish- 
ness and greed, for we are the 
only nation—and every other na- 
tion had more to lese than we— 
that has not ratified the treaty. 

The peace treaty and the league 
of nations has not been ratified by 
the senate of the United States be- 
cause of any fear or lack of safe- 
guard to America, but because the 
petty politician hopes to gain 
something for his party. - ‘ ; 

The few men in the United States 
senate have sold America’s great 
birth right—the chance to be the 
greatest and most respected of all 
nations—for a mess of national po- 
litical pottage.

With 
an interpreter with me I stood on 
street corners’ and in markets to 
listen to the conversations and 
question the people. 

My Red .Cross uniform and the 
little flag I always carried marked 
me as an American and invariably 
led to the people tell.ng each other 
that here was a woman from that 
land which had brought them peace 
and liberty. 

One day, while watching a funeral 
procession in the streets of Bel- 
grade, durisg a heavy rain storm, 
a woman rushed out and kneit on 
the muddy coble-stone pavement 
and kissed the little fag which was 
in my hand. My interpreter said 
that she Was ag me because 
I represented that wonderful land 
that had brought peace to every- 
one. Even in Austria the people 
seemed to think that the presence 
of President Wilson at the making 
of the peace treaty had given to 
them and the Germans a better 
chance than they could have ex- 
pected had we not been in it. 

America On Pedestal. 

Everywhere I went I heard noth- 
ing but enconiums on the splendid 
young country which had sent the 
greatest aimy the world had ever 
known to help them fight for right, 
and now by its ideailstic councils 
some of the small countries had

Conse- 
quently when it reaches the stom- 
ach the outer fat covering will be 
separated and passed on to the 
small intestines where all fats are 
acted upon. The other food will be 
acted upon by the gastric juice and 
digestion will not be interfered 


with. 

If, on the other hand, the food 
to be fried a the fat are put in- 
to the pan together; or the latter 
only slightly warmed, you will pro- 
duce an indigestible mass so mixe4 
that neither: the gastric juice of 
the stomach, nor the pancreatic 
juice of the intestimes can do their 
work and it will merely clog the 
canal from one end to the other. 

Meats should never be fried, but 
should be broiled or baked. In the 
form of a croquette first dipped in 
egg and then in crumbs which 
forms an outer covering, frying is 
seen at its best. Croquettes should 
never be served “swimming” in fat 
but should be dried immediately by 
draining on paper in a hot oven 
before being placed on the table.

war with the greatest energy and 
accomplishments deserve the 
commendation of the nation.” 

Admiral! Wilson, now commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic fleet, com-

The lead of Cleveland over the 
Yankees, the next most formidable 
club in pitching strength, is much 
greater than I anticipated and, 
study the official averages of the 
men as one will, it is impossible to 
figure the much-heralded strength 
of the Yank pitching corps, as com- 
pared with that of Cleveland. 

The tremendous surprise tO me 
lies in finding the St. Louis Browns 
ranking third in pitcing strength, 
and rather comfortably ahead of 
the Champion White Sox, who have 


‘lost caste and strength to a great 


degree. In fact, a comparison of 
the pitching strength of the White 
Sox, with their dope strength a 
year ago, shows a loss of 22 points 
on the second doping (just prior to 
the opening of the 1919 season), al- 
though a gainof several points over 
the comparative figures three weeks 
before the opening of the season. 
You understand, of course, that in 
doping pitching strength of teams 
in the spring, I take this dope a 
fortnight before the start of the 
season and, after seeing the devel- 
opment of the kids in the south, 
amend the figures just prior to 
opening day.

Detroit has made gains in pitching 
strength, but the staff is yet far 
from being of championship caliber, 
and the figures are rather disap- 
pointing. Remember taht Detroit, 
with its great punch, ought to be 
able to hold even with a team 3 or 4 
per cent better in pitching. In other 
words, the average Detroit pitcher 
needs be only within 8 per cent as 
good as the average Washington 
pitcher to have an even chance.

Last year, during a rather brief 
period, the team had nearly con- 
sistent pitching and rushed toward 
the front with astonishing rapidity, 
only to slump as soon as the pitch- 
ing dropped back to normal.

Forecast Shows 
Large Decrease 
In Winter Wheat 


For the United States 
‘This Year— Prior Re- 
ports, However, That 
Georgia Wheat Is About 
the Average. 


‘Washington, April 8.—A_ severe 
winter, the Hessian fly and an un- 
favorable seeding period caused a 
heavy decline in the condition of 
winter wheat in the principal pro- 
ducing states. A department of ag- 
riculture forecast today placed the 
crop at 483,617,000 bushels compared 
with 731,636,000 bushels last year. 
The average planted was not as 
great as the year before, but a 
larger crop than forecast was an- 
ticipated. 

In the principa! producing states 
—Kansas, Illinois, Missouri, Indiana 
and Ohio—the condition of the crop 
on April 1 ranged from 59 to 73 per 
cent of a normal compared with a 
ten-year average range from 79 to 
90. For the country as a whole the 
condition gas 75.6 per cent of nor- 
mal, compared with 99.8 last year 
and 84.1, the average for the last 
ten years. The decline from last 
December was 9.6 points. 

In the great central winter wheat 
belt the crop condition is very low 
and considerable abandoned acreage 
will be shown, according to reports 
reaching officials here. The per- 
centage of acreage abandoned this 
year will be reported by the gov- 
ernment in May. 

Wheat Acreage. 

There were 38,770,00 acres sown 
to winter wheat last fall, compared 
with 42,301,000 acres in 1918, and an 
average of 32,300,000 acres for the 
past ten years. 

Condition of winter wheat April 
1 was 75.6 and rye 86.8 per cent. of 
a normal. 

Winter wheat production last year 
was 731,636,000 bushels and the pre- 
vious year 665,099,000 bushels. 

Rye production last year was 88,- 
478,000 bushels and the previous 


year 91,041,000 bushels.
